At 3 telephoned suggestion to me, I got in touch with O 3 

It turned out that Bill has a genuine need for special and continuing reports, 
for the immediate and foreseeable future, which I can fulfill, and on the consultant 
basis which I mentioned to you. We quickly reached agreement at lunch, and this 
has since been confirmed In writing. I shall therefore be spending ten days a 
month, on the average. In Munich henceforth, at a fee which is mutually satisfactory.
